In late 1945 Chancellor Alex 
Guerry announced that begin- 
ning with the season of 1946, Se- 
wanee would have no form of aid 
or recruiting, and that she would 
play only those teams which met 
like standards.

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Battle of Atlanta—and a Lesson 


Now, on Aug. 8, we are once mare in 
the midst of the anniversary days of the 
Battle of Atlanta, one of the three decisive 
engagements gf the War Between the 
States ... the other two being Vicksburg 
and Gettysburg. Of the three the loss of 
Vicksburg, severing the Confederacy and 
opening the Mississippi to the North, and 
that of the rail transportation center of At- 
lanta, were basically more important. 


General Sherman had put his troops in 
motion on May 4, 1864, against Joe John- 
ston’s army at Dalton. When that army 
had gone into winter quarters there it was 
defeated, low in spirit, unequipped, and 
without faith in its leaders because of the 
stupid vanity of Braxton Bragg. The army 
which met Sherman was a tribute to the 
Jeadershin of Ceneral Johnston. It was 
revived and it '-4d some equipment. From 
May 4 on, until Sept. 1, the fighting and 
skirmis,ing were almost continuous. 


On July 17, prompted by Bragg, Presi- 
dent Jefferson Davis had removed General 
Johnston and placed Gen. John B. Hood in 
command. Johnston’s plan had been to 
withdraw until he could catch Sherman in 
a vulnerable position. Hood knew he had 
to attack, and that was his nature anyhow. 
By early August the bloody fighting about 
Peachtree Creek was ended, and even 
more ghastly killing was to come before 
the Battle of Atlanta was over. 


They said of the Army of Tennessee 
that it would “charge hell with a corn- 
stalk.” They had proved that, especially 


at Ezra Church where, after repeated at- 
tacks, they were yet driven off. There it 
was a Federal soldier had called, “Well, 
Johnny, how many of you are left,” And 
a Johnny had replied, “Oh, about enough 
for another killing, I guess.” On this par- 
ticular date the fighting on and about Utoy 
Creek, Beecher’s Hill, Cascade Heights and 
Audubon Forest was drawing to a close. 
It had continued for seven days. It failed 
of its purpose, and by Aug. 19 Hood knew 
his plan to destroy supply and rail lines 
and force a retreat was impossible because 


_ of the superior numbers which quickly re- 


paired the lines. The end was in sight, al- 
though those who directea it would not 
end it, but dragged it on and on, hopelessly. 

There were brave men on both sides. 
Any man who did his duty was right. 
Today, as the nation struggles through a 
new phase in its history: when sectional 
beliefs clash with those of other regions; 
when the government strives for laws and 
measures which will best fit the whole 
people, and there are always bad fits in 
such general laws, the grim and bitter les- 
sons of 1861-65 must be kept in mind. We 
cannot settle human issues with war. They 
must be resolved with political compro- 
mise and by the process of giving and tak- 
ing, of living and letting live. The war of 
1861 could have been avoided had not hot- 
headed, butt-headed men insisted on their 
“rights” without eompromise or eyes to 
see the national need. 

History is a good teacher—if we will 
but listen.

WASHINGTON—What the West Point “crib- 
bing scandal” has proved, chiefly, is that when 
it comes to the great god, football (cribbing from 


and paraphrasing Rudyard Kipling), the code of our military 


academy is the same as that of all the good old Siwashes of the 
country (cribbing from George Ade). 

College presidents, football coaches and those kindly pro- 
fessors who are lenient in the “education” of football players 
must be blushing at institutions, big and small, all over our na- 
tion. For they know full well how football players are recruited, 
financed and “educated.” 

They cannot be among those who have been shocked and dis- 
illusioned by the West Point revelations, and this fact of itself is 
the most disillusioning of all when you come to think of it.

Big Time Vin’. college attached. This is cribbed from a 
philosopher whose name is forgotten and with apologies, for he 
was uncannily prophetic. His crack was made some years ago 
in the days when college football was just getting into the really 
big time, with fat revenues of a Saturday afternoon for the col- 
lege attached to a stadium, and football “pools” and rich profits 
for gamblers, all to the glory of good old Siwash (or name your 
own alma mater) and the proper “education” of our American 
youth. Those were, surely, the good old days, when the hip flask 
cast a pleasant haze over the gridiron below, the now-dim days of 
prohibition, and protected a fellow from the cold—and the foggy, 
foggy dew (to crib one again).

Cotton Picking Time Soon 


Georgia soon will begin the harvest of one of its largest cotton 
crops in recent years, produced at the request of the government 
to help make up for the unusually small crop last year. 

Over in Colquitt county, the farmers evidently have been 
thinking about the harvesting of that crop, and the Colquitt County 
Agricultural Mobilization Committee has agreed that $3 per 100 
pounds for picking is about all that the producer can afford to pay 
if he is to get a reasonable profit on the crop. The figure is based 
on a selling price now estimated at 31 cenis a pound. At first it 
was planned to pay for picking on a basis of eight per cent of the 
selling price, but it was decided that was not enough in this day and 
time. The committee also reported arrangements for the importation 
of 200 to 300 pickers from North Georgia, that number being 
estimated as needed to harvest the crop in Colquitt, in addition 
to the eight cotton picking machines in the county and the local 
labor that will be available. The imported labor is going to be 
rather expensive, since the fatmer must provide transportation to 
Colquitt county, as well as suitable living quarters and cooking 
arrangements, and be responsible for the picker’s return home. 

Cotton growers who do not arrange in advance for their cotton 
pickers are likely to run into difficulties when they get ready to 
harvest the crop, in view of the large crop and the shortage of 
labor that may be more evident at cotton picking time than it is 
now. For their own protection, the growers should agree on a price 
to be paid for picking and ¢tick to it, and that price should be in 
line with the price of cotton, too, to be fair te the pickers.

It is a budget of hypocrisy in its pietis- 
tical abhorrence of lynching and its resolute 
indifference to the frightful record of union 
lynchings and mob terror. James B, Carey, 
one of the members of the committee, is a 
professional unioneer, who has fought against 
all legislative efforts to bring the racket into 
the community of decent American institu- 
‘tions. Wilson, as the president of a company 
employing a vast number of workers, knows 
better than most Americans what vicious 
brutality unions resort to to get their way. 


Wilson may have been picked to set up a 
pretense that there was a balance between him 
and Carey. But Carey’s life job is to promote 
the union racket. Wilson’s job, at that time, was 
running a huge manufacturing company which 
could be badly hurt, even destroyed, by unions, 
including Carey’s old ynion of electrical workers, 
so heavily infested with Communists that they 
were able to throw Carey out. Wilson had other 
concerns than union troubles to occupy his ener- 
gies and he couldn’t permit himself to slug it 
out with Carey lest his stockholders be punished 
by some lawless outrage. 


On the basis of this dishonest report of this 
committee on civil rights, Truman stumped the 
country hollering for an anti-lynching law in- 
tended as an implied insult to the pro-American, 
law-abiding, dignified white population of the 
Southern states. If we have an aristocracy in the 
United States, this is it. Their exclusiveness, 
their unconcealed aversion to mass vulgarity 
and noisy ostentation brought upon them a hate- 
ful determination of Northern powers within 
their own party, who now include many Com- 
munists, to humiliate them in a thousand daily 
irritations. The scandalous life of denizens of 
the White House during an era of shock- 
ing licentiousness, the promiscuity, the barn- 
yard marital code, the graft and the free- 
and-easy association with traitors had es- 


tranged these Southern Americans from the tra- | 


ditional party of their homeland. 

Would Bishop Haas and Mr. Wilson permit 
themselves to be used as instruments of this 
revenge with its ominous threat to the Constitu- 
tion, to the liberties of the people all over the 


country and to the peace and the stability of 
government? It has been a phenomenon of the 
Roosevelt-Truman regime that a relatively small 
element of respectable nen and women of recog- 
nized distinction, have been beguiled into serv- 
ice on “committees,” “boards” and “panels” for 
purposes which have been very questionable ac- 
cording to their own known standards. 


Certainly, however, the respectables who 
lend their prestige to the findings of such bodies 
owe the people who may be grieviously affected 
by their proposals, plain, individual statements 
of their thoughts. As this report stands, the citi- 
zen who looks to Bishop Haas for one sort of 
leadership, to Mr. Wilson for equally digni- 
fied leadership, and to Morris L. Ernst 
for enthusiastic dissertations on sexual vagaries, 
seemingly inspired by an extraordinary interest, 
for another, must be pardoned a degree of con- 
fusion and. suspicion.

Beef Decline 


Reported by 
Meat Institute 


More than a quarter billion 
pounds less beef were moved 
into consumption through usual 
distribution channels over the 
nine weeks since imposition of 
OPS price ceiling and compli- 
ance orders than during the 
same period a year ago, the 
American Meat Institute an- 
nounced today. An _ Institute 


statement said: 

“Figures for 95 of the coun- 
try’s leading  beef-producing 
plants (typical of the well-es- 
tablished industry) show that 
for the nine weeks just ended, 
they were able to buy under 
OPS compliance ceiling prices 
only 62 per cent (or 484,241 
fewer) of the number of cattle 
they purchased during the same 
period of 1950. The weight cf 
the beef from this number of 
cattle would approximate 266,- 
000,000 pounds. Part of this 
decline was due to the fact that 
17 per cent fewer animals came 
to market, but most of it was 
the result of syphoning of cat- 
tle to other than normal chan- 
nels. 

“The extent of diversion of 
beef which has developed is 
shown by the fact that during 
the same period 284,068 fewer 
cattle arrived at the country’s 
12 leading markets. This de- 
cline of 17 per cent contrasts 
with the decline of 3712 per cent 
in the number the 95 plants 
were able to buy. It is obvious 
that large quantities of beef 
have been and are flowing 
through other than normal 
channels.”

Happy Bithday 


In the past few weeks, the 
President of the United States, 
the Secretary of State and other 
dignitaries have been dropping in 
on Detroit, to eat some of the 
city’s 250th birthday cake. Stage 
stars preceded them, because 
some months back, April 15, this 
reporter teed off the Detroit cel- 
ebrations by taking his ‘Toast of 
the Town” out there. Included 
in the star array were Jane 
Froman, Peter Lind Hayes and 
Mary Healy,.the Dunhills, Har- 
vey Stone, Byron Nelson, 
Gaudsmiths and the Shyrettos. 
They played a matinee and eve- 
ning show at $12 per ticket, with 
proceeds to the USO. 

That first night audience, 
dressed in best bibs and tuckers, 
was a far cry from the moment 


-in July, 1701, when the town of 


Fort Ponchartrain du. Detroit 
was established by Antoine Cad- 
illac. 

M. Cadillac founded a town 
which was to suffer through 
two Indian sieges, five times 
strike its flag to invading armies, 
endure pestilential plagues, fi- 
nancial panics and burn to the 
ground in 1905. 


The real birth of Detroit came 
in 1896, when Charles B. King 
and Henry Ford exploded on the 
scene with their inventions. King 
got his little unroofed buggy on 
the streets on March 6, 1896. 
Ford busted out of his coalshed 
with his invention about 10 days 


Henry Ford >. B. King 
later, and where the coalshed 
once stood, now stands the mag- 
nificent Michigan Theater. 

By 1903, horses at Detroit wa- 
tering troughs had started rear- 
ing up in fright, because the au- 
tomobile industry was really 
going into production. By 1902, 
Cadillacs were being built, but 
in 1903, Oldsmobile was leading 
the field to such an extent that 
a popular song was written 
about it. 

As early as 1901, Henry Ford 
stole a march on the field by 
building a racing car with Tom 
Cooper, and signing Barney Old- 
field to drive it. It was designed 
as a single-seater and the wags 
of the day observed that Ford 
had built only one seat because 
it was bad enough to kill one 
driver at a time. 

Oldfield won every race in 
sight, but he accomplished 
something beyond that. Just as 
Ouimet dramatized golf, Maurice 
and Red McLeughlin dramatized 
tennis, the cigar-smoking Old- 
field glamorized the automobile. 
Up to that time the newspapers 
had only the inventors as sub- 
ject matter, and inventors are 
lacking in color. Oldfield’s ex- 
ploits intrigued the public and 
also brought in mez. willing to 
buy stock.

In 1909, the first mile 
of concrete highway was laid 
in Detroit, on Woodward Ave., 


between Six Mile and Seven 
Mile Roads. By 1916, 16-foot- 
wide pavements were being in- 
stalled. 


So, when Detroit slices a birth- 
day cake, it really has something 
to savor, because here is a blend 
of history and municipal 
achievement that has touched 
the entire world, and revolu- 
tionized the pattern of living. 

Great winds sweeping through 
the world and great men built 
Detroit. In 1830, its population 
was 2,200. By 1900, it had grown 
to 285,000. The automobile re- 


sulted in the latest Detroit cen- 
sus figures, 1,838,517 within the 
city proper, and a suburban pop- 


‘ulation of an extra 1,134,502. 

It is a city that has served as 
one of the tremendous arsenals 
of freedom. During World War 
II, the contributions of Detroit, 
both management and_ labor, 
were from the top drawer of a 
star-spangled cabinet. Airplanes, 
tanks, small arms, radar equip- 
ment, bulldozers and every oth- 
er needed items streamed out 
of Detroit’s fantastic factories. 

In peacetime, Detroit enjoys 
its family arguments, but when 
the American chips are down, 
Detroit does a giant-sized job 
in behalf of all of us.

Swollen Leg Veins 


In a recent article about the ef- 
fects of being on one’s feet eight 
or ten hours a day you said: 

“From prolonged standing with- 
out such rhythmie contractions of 
leg muscles—a trick one can learn 
to do every few minutes while 
standing” etc. 

What is the “trick”? 

In my work I stand all day, 
and would much like to know the 
exercise you mention, which one 
can do while standing. (T. V. J.) 

“Occupations that require long 
hours of* standing allow gravita- 
tion to work full force without 
counter-action of self-massage by 
the rhythmic contraction of the 
muscles in walking, which nor- 
mally pumps the blood up towards 
the heart.” 

A brisk walk, 
saunter. 

A brisk. walk should clock a 
mile in 15 to 16 minutes, over a 
level course without traffic or 
other interruptions. 


If you cannot afford from two 
to six miles of oxygen on the 
hoof daily—say walking to and 
from work, school, office or store 
—then study the action of your 
foot, leg and thigh muscles when 
walking, and try to contract the 
same muscles regularly rhyth- 
mically, without moving the legs 
Just as you can, if you try, con- 
tract various muscles in hands, 
forearms and upper arms rhythmie- 
cally without moving hand or arm. 

Slow walking, sauntering, is as 
bad as prolonged standing. 

One with swollen leg veins or. 
swelling of ankles and legs late 
in the day should lie down for a 
few moments with both legs 
raised to vertical half a dozen 
times every day. Or if there is 
opportunity for several minutes of 
rest, lie down with feet resting 
On any convenient support well 
above level of the body. Purpose 
of these posture measures is to 
favor better drainage of blood 
from the overfilled veins. Of 
course the direction of blood flow 
in the veins is from feet towards 
the -heart. 

Many who have already de- 
veloped varicose veins or are, so. 
to speak, in training for varicose ® 
veins and perhaps varicose ulcer 
do not avail themselves of the 
opportunity to walk, because they 
lack the necessary ambition to 
take a walk even if they can af- 
ford it. They are “too tired”—be-

The habit of | 
wearing artificial supporters tends ./ 
to weaken the muscles and so } 
aggravate the trouble for which © 
support is needed. . This applies to | 
wearing elastic stockings as well 
as corsets, girdles and the like.
